Fibrositis may be considered as 


a form of rheumatism with involve- 
ment of the soft tissues such as 
the muscles and ligaments. Ordi- 
narily in fibrositis 
(.here- is pain 


in several parts of the body, 
de- 
crease in ability to move, 
and 


stiffness. Such terms as muscular 
rheumatism and lumbago are es- 
sentially the same as tibrositis. 


The end of the 
word — "His," 
means inflammation. Consequently 
fibrositis implies that there is a 
slight inflammation of certain 
of 


the soft tissues. 
As 
one would 


expect, therefore, fibrositis 
may 
start suddenly with pain in some 
part of the body for" no apparent 
reason. At other 
times 
it may 


begin gradually with fatigue com- 
ing before the soreness, pain and 
stiffness. 


Common Locations 
The most common locations are 


around. the 
shoulder and 
lower 


portion of the back, the neck, the 
tissues around the large joints, and 
the chest wall. Pain is almost 
al- 


ways present but swelling is far 
less constant. 
Nodules 
or 
little 


bumps under the skin are fre- 
quently felt in or near the tender 
region. 


The causes of fibrosilis are nu- 


merous. The most common is as- 
sociated 
with some infectious or 


toxic condition. This is one kind 
of rheumatism in which removal of 
an infected tooth or infected ton- 
sils is quite likely to be of benefit. 
Injury is also a common cause but 
sometimes the 
injury 
may have 


been so slight as hardly to '.'Vavc 
been noticed. .Cold, bverexsrtion 
and overexposure are commonly' 
at fault.
